Conſiderations, that asthis Tract was writ by-one 
that lived when the Penal Laws were Enafted, and 
was a Suffterer by them, ſo will there be no Cauſe of 
Suſpicion to the Reader, That che account which is 
here given of the Riſe and occaſion of thole Laws is 
partial on the Proteſtants fide ; but on the contrary it 
wil appear, that it does exactly agree with the moſt 
Autherttick Hiſtory of that time : For which Reaſon it 
is thought convenient to:prefix an'Abſtratt of the firſt 
twenty five Years of Queen Elizabeth's Reign (ſhew- 
ing the exact. Agreement betwixt the Hiſtorians of 
"that Time, and the following Tra ) wherein the 
ColleCtor has taken care to report, very little or no- 
'thing upon the fingle Credit of any one Proteſtant 
Writer. - And for fuch Treaſons and Rebellions as are 
laid to the Charge of Papiſts, they are throughout the 
whole owned and acknowledged by Catholicks them- 
ſelves, whoſe Words are in the following Abſtract 
conſtantly and faithfully tranſcribed, when the Au- 
'thors are in Exg2liſh. And as for ſuch as are in other 
Languages, he has been ( perhaps to a Fault ) care- 
ful, not to make the Author ſpeak more in the Tranſ- 
'lation than in the Original. So

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So that thole late Writers who have undertaken to 
cenſure the Proceedings of the Queen, or the Laws 
made in her Reign, as Unjult or Cruel, and inconſi- 
ſtent with the gentle Spirit of Chriſtianity, muſt ſay 
ſomething to deſtroy the Credit of both Proteſtant 
and Papiſt Writers in that time, or juſtifie the Trea- 
ſons and frequent Rebellions of her Majeſties SubjeCts, 
which were the Occaſion of thoſe Laws. Neither of 
which we will ſurmiſe concerning the Gentlemen of 
the Romiſh Religon. | 

If it be enquired why a Diſcourſe upon this Subje&t 
is publiſht now ? I anſwer, to let the World know, 
That the Legiſlative: Power was not ſo unchriſtianly 
us'd, as 1s now ordinarily repreſented ; the State be- 
ing inevitably driven upon thoſe ſevere Methods to 
preſerve the Crown upon her Majeſties Head, there 
having been Secret Practices both at home and abroad, 
for twelve Years, againſt her Majeſty by an ungovern- 
able Faction of the Romaniſts, before any Law was 
EnaQted directly againſt them. And whether the 
ſame FaCtion have yet ſo far laid aſide its Ancient Spi- 
rit, as that the Religion now eſtabliſhed can be ſe- 
cure without thoſe Laws, I ſubmit to the Determi- 
nation of thoſe to whom ir does belong. If it be 
urged, That Proteſtants are now ſecure of their Reli- 
g10n by vertueof the Toleration ; I anſwer, they hope 
they are ſo during his Sacred Majeſties Life, and do 
depend upon his Royal Word for their Security ; but 
this they humbly conceive does not oblige his Succeſ- 
ſors to the like Clemency : And if it ſhould happen, 
( which tho? improbable, and contrary-to our Wiſhes - 
and Prayers, may come to-pals) that the Engliſh 
Grown {hould be ſer upon the Head of the Duke of 
Savoy or King of Spain, they could hare little Reaſon | 
- to expect the like Favour, it an eſtimate may be made

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'" from what we ſee in daily praftice in France, Spain 
and Iraly, and know to be the profeſſed DoQtrins'of 
the Church of Rome, in ſeveral Councils, enjoyning 
That Heretical Princes, and thoſe that negleC& to root 
out Hereticks, ſhall be depoſed, as' was aFtually pra- 
Etis'd upon the Emperor Frederick Il. | 

But beſides this, let theſe Gentlemen inſtance in any 
one Popiſh Country, in the whole World, where 
ever a Toleration for Liberty of Conſcience was per- 


mitted, longer than they could with Security to them- 


ſelves withdraw it': And withal, let but the Jeſuits, 
now in Eygland, ſolemnly declare, That puhiſhing 
ſuch as differ from them in matters of Religion; for 
Conſcience fake, .is unlawful in its ſelf ; and likewiſe 
convince the World, That their Church-Laws do not 


oblige them to proceed againſt Hereticks with Fire and - 


Sword, and they may alſure themſelves that Prote- 
ſtants will be glad of ex? an Occaſion of laying a- 
ſide their ancient Jealouſtes of them. But till this be 
done, they think themſelves fairly excuſable.

How worthy the Inquiſition is of imitation, 
T leave to the Judgment of others :* But this 1 do main- 
tain in my Book, That our Penal and Sangninary Statutes 
are much more ſevere and unreaſonable than the Canon- 
Law, whereupon the Inquiſitcys Sentences are grounded. 
I. Becauſe the Canons againſt Innovators of Religion are 
almoſt a5 antient as Conſtantine, the firſt Chriſtian Em. 
peror, II. They ſeemed ſo Conſcientious and convenient 
zo all his Catholick Succeſſors and other Sovereigns, that 
they have incorporated into the Laws of their Dominions, 
the Canons whereby the Inquiſitors are direfted:to puniſh 
Hereſies or pretended Reformations, &c.

Beloved Sons, Noblemen, Health to you, and Apoſtolick Benediftion. 
Y- your Letters dated to us the Eighth 
day of November, ( which being 
brought to us the Eighth of February, we 
have ſpeedily returned Anſwer) underſtanding 


more certainly and particularly the Miſeries 
2 and 
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and Calamities of that moſt flouriſhing King- 
dom not unknown to us before, we were affetted 
with that grief of Mind, wherewith both the 
indignity of theſe Evils which we ſuffer in you, 
and our Paternal Aﬀection towards both you and 
other Catholicks in that Kingdom, ought to affect 
us, For beſides that common duty of Paſtoral 
Charity wherewith we ought to rejoyce at the 
Welfare, or to be grieved at the Calamity of all 
the Faithful of Chriſt, and of every Province 
in which the Chriſtian Name 1s profeſs'd, we 
are affeftted with an eſpecial Prerogative of 
Love and Benevolence towards that Kingdom, 
both becauſe we remember it was heretofore, by 
the labour and induſtry of our Predeceſſor, the 
bleſſed Gregory Biſhop of Rome (next after 
God, Omnipotent,) converted from the Worſhip 
of - Wood and Stones, to the Chriftian Faith ; 
and by fit Men ſent thither from him, inſtituted 
in Manners, and in the Catholic Doftrin ; and 
alſo becauſe it uſed to exhibit to the Apoſtolick 
See an excellent Faith and Sincerity of Dewo- 

tion. Therefore how much we grieve and are 

troubled at theſe your Ewils, and the Ewils of 
that Kingdom, which: you in the ſame Letters 

not leſs truly than miſerably lament , cannot 
eefily be expreſt in Werds, We grieve that 


ſo 
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ſo many and ſo great poiſonous Infections of 
wicked Hereſies, and ſo deadly wounds of the 
Chriſtian Commonwealth, ſhould chiefly happen 
in the times of our Pontificate. We are troubled, 
becauſe we are compelled to be ſolicitous about 
the danger of you and other Catholicks : But 
yet when we remember the Power of his Pray- 
ers, who entreated for St.Peter, that his Faith 


. might not fail ; and who enlarging his Ghurch 


in Tribulation, does by fo much the more admi- 
rably govern it by the Providence of his fecret 
Counſel, by how much the more he ſees it toſſed 
by the Waves of Troubles ; We deſpair not, 
but what we' have heard to have been done-in 
former times, may alſo by the Divine aſſiſtance 
be done in ours ; that the Church, which often 


ſeems by the prevailing Perſecution of Hereticks. 


to be trodden down, may return to its ſtate of 


ancient felicity (the Lord conſpiring with her 
to a good Omen) and may recetve encreaſe from 
that wherein ſhe ſeem'd to have ſuffered Loſs. 
For behold even now, he that of old things 
makes new ones, and of new things old ones, 
our Lord Feſus Chriſt hath by you ( Men dear to

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ancient Union of the Roman Church with that 
Kingdom ; and therefore hath infuſed into you 
that Mind mo$ worthy of the zeal of your Ga- 
tholick Faith, that you ſhould attempt to reduce 
back that Kingdom (delivered from the moſt 
vile ſervitude of a Woman's Luſt) to the ancient 
Obedience of this holy Roman See.

Then that his Son, the 
oew King regnant in Spain, plotteh bg the ſaid Jeſui- 
tical faQtion, and thereupon rcſolyeth to. proceed where 
bis Father. left, againſt England, it is moſt apparent 
by the preſent Action in Tre/avd, now wholly brought 
ito .Combuſtion by, him : And. laly by ſundry of 
Father ' Parſons SubjeAs ſent thither to be Agents 
on the Spaniſh behalf for that purpoſe. All which 
do convince the Jeſuitical Hiſpanized Faction of 
Falſhood,  Hypocrilie, Sedition. and Treaſon, and 
that it is not Religion which. the King . preſent 
doth care for, more than his. Father did before 
him: But.maketh that only a Pretence to ſeduce 
all Catholicks, and draw them to. Rebellion, hope- 
ing thereby to . have their: ſpeedier--Aid and Afſſi- 
ſtance,.. making them, and. you all. (.dear Catho- 
licks ) to- cut one anothers Throat.

ro carry a diſhonourable mind, were he of a Je- 


Thirdly, For that after this (this Traitor, Parſons 
1-mean) his Pranks play'd in Spazz, for drawing 
all our Engliſh Nation, there to be intangled with 
his unnatural Cogſpiracies, or elle utterly diſgraced, 
-Giſcredited, and put in danger of lofing for ever 
their good Names (yea, -and. their Lives beſides, 
as to ſome ir happened) he preſently after poſts 
-me up to Rome, vehemently urging to have had 
his ſaid infamous Libel of Titles to be read in the 
RefeCtory, at Meat-time, inſtead of a Spiritual Re- 
paſt (as the manner, is there) for none other end, 
as all the World might ſee it, but to make known 
by that means his malicious :Mind to his native 
Sovereign and this Realm ; his double diligence to 
advance himſelf and his Society, by the. Spariards 
means; and his falſe, deceittul, and moſt ma-. 
Iignant Heart againſt the Secular and Seminary 
Prieſts, and other Engliſh Students there, 0413. to 
have them intetted, inveigled, intangled in that 
poiſoned and moſt peſtilent Net of his, caſt to have 
1ntrapt them, and you all (dear Catholicks) that 
ſhould have received them; by this means ſhifting 
*his ſhameleſs Neck out of the Coller, to have 
choaked them with it by publick Fame, that they 
had received ſuch a traiterous, ſeditious, and molt 
infamous Book, made (as he gave out) by a Secular 
Prieſt Mr. Do/emar, and the Appendix to it by 
Cardinal A//aze, allo a Secular or Eccleſiaſtical 
Prllate (lo to have left the Jeſuites) O.good, holy, 
religious 
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religious Men,, never medling in State-Matters') 
free and*unacquainted with fuch' PraRices: + But 
contrary to his ExpeCtation, the Students there re- 
jected it as a treacherous Libel, and him as a lewd 
ſeditious Traitor at that time, though it bred their 
greater affliction, as being ever fince tormented 
and over-tyrannized by him. | 


Fourthly, For that the Plot being once laid 
in ſuch ſort for the Jeſuitical advancement by the 
Spaniſh, as no way left for them to ſtart out from, 
or to: leave that Nation; but to work their own 
deſtruCtion, and ſteep-down overthrow, perceiving 
withal thar they (the Jeſuitical or Spaniſh FaQtion)

ſterous, ambitious, irreligious and bloody means : ) 
He therefore (this Polypragmon Parſons) ſet out 
a Book entituled, The High Counſel of Reformation 
for England, &c. Wherein' he will have tlie old 
Roman Agrarean Law, fſo.'firmly ' eſtabliſhed''in 
this Land, as no Fee Simple of Tnheritance ſhall -be 
left for any Engliſh, from the Prince to the Free- 
holder, to Poſſeſs, Enjoy, and leave by:Succeſfion 
of Birth and: Blood, to his Poſterity, as to his riext 
Heirs, further than as the Spaniſh JeSirical Court, 


Council and Governors ſhall appoint, for them ; - 


doubting leſt either he ſhould be fruſtrated of his 
I hope 


hope. from $p45n, or the Eogliſh alien'd from' him 


and his faQiqus, Society-:jn' AﬀeRion :-If (as he 


feared) they ſhould once hear of his unnatural 
coulening, hypocritical, faile, an-bitious heart to- 
wards his native Cquntry, People and Nation. 


To the ſame end allo, and to give.you and us 
all (dear Catholicks) an unkindly Mask, to blear 
our Eyes, to inveigle our Minds, and to draw all 
on more eaſily, plauſibly, and with leſs repugnance 
to the Spaniſh Faftion ; he hath lately deviſed and 
procured'by: talſe Suggeſtions, and forcibly faiſted 
in upon us, a molt ſtrange kind of Authority to 
be eſtabliſhed throughout this whole Ile of Exglazd, 
Scotland. and Wales, which although it bear. an 
outward oftentatiye ſhew af advancing the Secular 
Prieſts, by appointing one Mr, -B/ackwelt (thought 
of the moſt part to be-of that number) to be-our 
Archprielt ; yet in very deed, it, was the only Plot he 
had to further the Spaniard, and the -molti effteQual 
means he, could poſſibly haye. deviſed, 'to! give:to 
the Secular Clergy, that candemn bis deſtignments, 
and 1in truth to all Priefts, Prelates and Princes in 
Chriſtendom (if he might prevail here 10 Exglard) 
the greateſt downfal that ever yet was given them 
by any Innovation,, Supplantation, -or other Machi- 
vilian-device of Infidel, Heretick, or Atheiſt. - For 
notwithſtanding that ' the Archprieſt:. muſt carry 
the Name of a Secular Prieſt; Yet is his Autho- 
Tity *given him with ſuch Limitations, Cavears, 
Cautels| and Proviſo's, as.neither hath he any thing 
1n the. univegſal: World to-do or deal 'in,. with. or 
againſt the Jeſuites, further than as in way of 
Courtelie, 'they pleaſe to make him acquainted 

withal, 
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withal, for to edge ſometimes forward to deſpe- 
rate courſes : Neither yet can he, neither dare he 
do any thing but as the Jeſuites, .and their, Pro» 
vincial Garnet do and ſhall aſſign him. So as 10 
effect Parſons, who commandeth Garnet and all 
the reſt of the Jeſuites here, hath the managing 
of all the Aﬀairs of the Church, yea, and Com- 
monwealth among them, together with the diſpo- 
{ing of you all (dear Catholicks) ſo many of you 
as do adhere to the Teſuitical or Spaniſh FaQion. 
And conſequently, as by this means he and his 
Confederates have incurred a double Premunire (as 
in another place, viz. iz the Book of Quodlibers, 
7 mean God willing. to declare, )' fo: intendeth he 
thereby to draw you all into the fame Predicament 
Premunirial and of Treaſon with him ; tothe end 
you may be more eager (being once in that de- 
ſperate caſe he and his do ſtand" in). ro-purſue 
your own native Country, your Fleſh and Blood, 
yuur. deareſt Friends, with hoſtile hand, agreeing 
to the Dance that he hath led you already, m all his 
irreligious courſes. 


And char it. wh rs more evident, that the 
Inſtiturion of this New Authoricy, of Archpresbt- 
tery doth tend wholly to the advancement of the 
Spaniſh, - and to the overthrow of this flouriſhing 
Commonwealth , by':the Jeſuites own Pretence 
therein :* It may pleaſe you all (dear Catholicks) 
to be advertiſed of #wo things concordant with 
what I ſpeak; one « a Letter of Father Parſons 
own Writing, wherein touching many particular 
Points , this maketh moſt tro our Purpoſe, 'wz2. 


That therein is ſet down in plain terms to this 
I 2 ettect,

effeA, v!1z. How the- Jeſuites are the moſt infeſt 
Enemies both to. the Catholick Church and 
Commonwealth, that ate this day in the World 
to be found. The other is, of the Courle that 
was taken at Rome,” by Parſon's procurement, at 
ſuch time as certain of us the Secular Prieſts 
did ſend to our Mother City, to inform his Holi- 
neſs of the Inconveniences of the ſaid Archpret- 
bitery in this Land ;. and what Miſchiefs were 
by all likelihoods ( as ſince: they have certainly } 
like to enſue thereof to you ( dear Catholicks ) 
and us altogether, with our whole Nation ; If 
the - Jeſuitical hot Violence and Impotence , - in 
aſpiring were not: crofſed,, curbed, and infringed 
in time, before their Diſeaſe grew Remedileſs , 
as welnigh it is ſo in them. To the better un- 
derſtanding whereof, peruſe and note diligently 
this Relation following. 


Maſter Biſhop and Maſter Charnock coming to 
Rome, in the Names of the Prieſts of England, to 
declare. the eſtate unto his Holineſs, went firſt 
unto the French Embaſladour ggſiding there , 0- 
pening unto him the whole Cauſe of their Le- 
gation : Who demanded of them, Whether they 
had brought a Letter in their behalf from the 
French King his Maſter or no? They anſwered 
No, and that only they deſired his Furtherance, 
and his good Word to procure them Audience.

Yet hearing that they were: impriſoned, 
without any. Audience given , he went unto the 
Pope, and told him-, That in the impriſoning 
of theſe two: Men, he had done that, whereof 
no Example. could be given in- any Age. For 
( faith he ) if tacy had come in their own Names, 
they had deſerved to be heard : But now com- 
ing in the. Names of ſo many, and to- be impri- 
ſoned unheard, is ſuch an Example as never 
was ſeen. Therefore, I beſeech. your Holineſs, 
give them. Audience. Whereupon:the Pope pro- 
miſed that they. ſhould have Audience : And 
thus he departed. - But forthwith' cometh 'the 
Spaniſh: Ambaſſadour . ( ſuborned by Parſons, ) 
* and diſſwadeth the Pope from that he had pro- 
miſed : Saying, That the two Prieſts were Se- 
ditious.; - and for' that cauſe came'to ſow Sedition. 
And. further faid.; That if he would: give them 
Audience, in ſo, doing he would alienate his Ma- 
ſer, the. Spaniſh King, from his Aﬀe&ion to his 
Holineſs. Hereupon he denied them Audience 
again. The ſecond time the French Ambaſſador 
came and urged as before : And again Audience 
- was granted : Which being known unto the Je- 
ſuites, they procured the ſaid Spaniſh Ambaſſador 
to come again to diſſlwade the Pope : Afﬀtrming, 
That it was a matter .of greater importance than 
he conceived : And that he ſhould not give' them 
Audience, if. he intended to entertain his Maſter's 
Good-will. By this means they were excluded 
from doing their Meſſage, caſt in Priſon, cruelly 
handled , Juſtice violated , all Laws broken: of 
God and Magn, and the Archprieſt violently intrud- 
ed upon us; The Pope's Holineſs nor any other 
com-.. 
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competent” Judge under him, never as yet' hear- 
ing of the Matter, nor of the egregious Cogpery, 
Prejudice and Blaſphemy againlt the See Apoſte- 
lick, and che Sacred Majeſty of our Sovereign, 
and all other Princes and Prelates abuſed by this 
means. 


This then is- the Paint we all ao | ſtand upon : 
viz, Whether the Premiſes conſidered { notwirh-

lick, and the Commonwealth of: 'this Land ; to

Fattious Delignments. And hence it cometh , 
that his uy Maſters, his Apparitours, Summon- 
ers, Purliyants and Brokers, the.Jeſuites and their 


. Subjefts, do leave out nothing,. that-may move 


yau 4to condemn, . contemn and hate- Priefts and 
Priefthoad, in the:Secular Clergy. Here, hence it 
cometh, that their Lay Brothers, Servants and 


Vaſlels, ' their Car.. their Cage, and many their 


baſer and meaner Companians, / term Priefts, Male- 
contents, Fattiqus, Seditious, Irreligious, - Apoſta- 
tates : Nay, Koaves,. Villains, . and-Rebels ( for- 
ſooth ) to Prince George Blackwell, or King Hex- 
73 Garnet, or Emperour: Roters Parſons, which 
you pleaſe ; For Rebellion bath a'Relation to ſome 
Majeſty, / againft which they: the  faid Rebels do 
riſe. , But:yet-all theſe :Qutrages., ' and - many 


other ſuch Reproachtul Indignities, or any other - 


Point or Matter that may : be pretended -in their 
behalf notwithſtanding ; foraſmuch as we'the faid 
Secular, Prieſts, were contenter 'to tolerate, - wink 
at, bear withal, and putup with Patience all- the

But therein you do belie ws , 
calumaiate and flander us, by- falſe Suggeftions

Diſobedient we 
are for the Honour of Prieſthood to the Jeſuiti- 
cal, Proud, Ambitious, Aſpiring, Arrogant , 
Haughty Commands ; becaule obedient to the 
Ancient, Apoſtolical, Catholick, Romiſh, Ec- 
cleſiaſtical Precepts.

or paſs to Purgatory, and much leſs to Hell, by 


our means, to curle ,us for - evermore, as many 
thouſands 
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thouſands ſhall by the Jeſuites intended blood 
Invaſion, the good and bad being cut off al- 
together thereby, and many a griſly Ghoft 
damn'd for ever ; which (to, ſpeak ad hominens 
morally) would have been ſaved, if we had 
kept the Apoſtles courſe, tor Converfion of Coun« 
- tries. 


And if theſe things (dear Catholicks) do offend 
you (and for nothing elle in the World it is in 
effe&t that we are holden: for Diſobedients) yet 
pardon us for telling you as a ſpecial Point of your 
Duty, and of meer Good-will, what danger you 
ſtand in ; and not you alone, but we all : Neither 
we all only, but all your Poſterity, -and our Suc- - 
celſors to the Worlds end. 


If to Young Men and Women, tipecially Ser- 
vants, and thoſe that have little or nothing to live 
upon, my Speech ſeem unthankful; yet to you 
Lords, Ladies and Gentiles of the more ſtay'd, 
grave, better, worthieft and wiſer fort ; to you, 
I hope, this paſſage will be grateful, and make 
you more wary what Servants you keep about 
you, and how they are afteQted to the Secular 
Prieſts or Jefuites, as they are Catholicks,- and 
to their Country and State, as they are Engliſh ; 
and to both, as they are of common ſenſe, in con- 
ceiving of things, even as they are indeed, void of 
AﬀeCtion, and all partial doom. 


Only thus much have I ſaid to ſhew ; Firſt, my 
deep deſire of your welfare (dear Catholicks) in 
genera!, both in Body and Spul ; then to give you 
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to underſtand in part, what it is which the Secular 
Prieſts intend by this enſuing Diſcourſe ; to wit, 
Nothing elſe but: to lay open unto you the trai- 
terous PraCtices of the Jeſuites againſt her Ma- 
jelty, her Kingdom , and our Country, under- 
taken by them on purpoſe to have brought them 
all under the tyrannical yoke of the bloody Spa- 
niards, by pretence of advancing the Catholick 
Roman Eaith : That thereby the true Cauſes 
C indeed ) of her. Majeſty's Laws and Proceedings 
againſt Catholicks, might be no longer defamed 
with Infamy, and Jeſuitical moſt ſhameful Re- 
proaches, publiſhed to the World in diverſe of 
their Diſcourſes and Libels, further than they 
have deſerved ; and withal, to give you warning 
by way of Infiauation, what we are to look for 
at their hands in time to come , if they be not 
repreſſed or prevented. As alſo in all Friendly, 


Faithful and Catholick manner to admoniſh you, - 


That you look well before you leap into theſe and 
all other the like PraQtices: And that you be not 
hereafter ſo heady in-your Cenſures, Speeches and 
Proceedings, either againſt her Majeſty, the pre- 
ſent State, your whole Country, and us your An- 
cient Ghoſtly Fathers, the Secular Prieſts, as 
heretofore many of you by falle Perſwaſions have 


been. 


And laſt of all have I[ ſet down this Preamble 
ioſtead of an Epiſtle, that this ſo fruitful a Labor 
and Pains taken by my Brethren, coming to my 
Hands, ſhould not paſs naked from me with- 
out - a Preface agreeing to the Matter : As 


none other ſhall, . which may either profit you, 
( dear 
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(dear Catholicks to know of, or clear the Secular 
Clergy) - againſt the Jeſuitical Calumaniation and 


Slander. 


And ſo in all good wiſhes of Health and Happi- 


.neſs unto you, aad favourable Cenſure to be 
.given to theſe of their and my faithful En- 


deavours, I commit you all, and our common cauſe, 
to God's holy Protection, and my felt to your de- 


vout Prayers. 


Yours all, as you favour our Catholick 
Roman Church, and the Weal- 
publigh of our Native Land.
